NO DOLL ESGAPES| 


Children Gather Outside Laclede 
Avenue Ruins and Mourn 
Loss of Their Toys. 


ATTENDANTS WERE AWAY 





Little Girls Sure There Must 
Have Been Outcry When 
Flames Swept Room. 





News went early through the neigh- 
bornood Thursday morning that the doll 
at 2708 Laclede avenue had 
burned during the night and that not 


one of the 125 


hospital 


dolis had escaped. 
There soon gathered on the sidewalk 

in front of ‘the tuins a crowd of little 

girl mothers to see where their doll chil- 


dren had died. The tears they wept 
were as bitter as any mother 
shed. 

The worst of it was that every doll 
there was sick or crippled and maimed. 
Some had no legs, others had no arms, 
some had only one eye and many had 
lost both eyes. 

The 12 dolls were all alone in the 
dark and the door -was barred when 
the fire broke out. How it began or 
what happened, with only dolls 
see and hear, will never be known. 
When the firemen came there was not 
a doll left to tell of it, and there were 
talking dolls and crying dolls in the 
hospital who must surely have made 
some outcry. 


Girls Father at Ruins.’ 
One little girl in the crowd Thursday 


morning wept as she peered in between 
the charred posts of the doorway to see 
if she could get a glimpse of her doll. 

“Genevieve could say ‘mamma’ as 
plain as anything and I know she 
called for me,” sobbed the.child. 

“Mine couldn’t talk or cry, 4t was just 
a china doll, with one leg off, but I 
hated for her to be burned up that 
way,” cried another little girl. , 

“T think it wasn’t right for the doctor 
of the hospital: to go away and leave 
them all alone that way,’ said another 
child.

was nothing left but. a smear of shape- 


less black wax, an@ where there had 
been other dos of shapely form and 
pretty face and curly hair there was 
nothing left but a few bent wires, the 
joints of their burned Iimbs. 

There Were dolls from even.so far 
away as New Mexico, for this hospital 
had been a refuge for sick and maimed 
dolls for the last 16 years. Mothers sent 
their dolls there to be made well from 
all the Middle Western States. 

Sufgeon and Family Away. 

A. W. Dawson, the hospital surgeon, 
and his wife and two children, who live 
over the hospital, were away visiting 
when the fire began. He says his loss 
is about $1000, with very little insurance. 
He has no idea how the fire began.

Real fox hunting, the traditional 
sport of England, is to be introduced 
in St. Louis, through the plans of 
August A.-Busc?. A pack of imported 
fox hounds, thoroughbred hunting 
horses. expert instructors from Europe 
and foxes, will furnish St. Louis sports- 
men with the setting of the chase com- 
paring favorably with those of English 
estates. 

Adolphus Busch III, son of August 
A. Busch, acting for his father, expects 
to go to England the coming summer 
to purchase four thoroughbred hunter 
stallions, as a nucleus, for’a breeding 
farm of English hunters to be estab- 
lished in St. Louis.. He is now com- 
pleting plans for organizing a hunt clun 
here, which will include in its member- 
ship many wealthy horsemen of the 
city. 

Plans for the construction of elabo- 
rate stables and a coliseum costing 
$150,000, to be erected between the 
Grant farm and Grand View farm, both 
of which are owned by the Busch _fam- 
ily, have been sent to August A, Busch 
at Pasadena, Cal!, for his approval. 
The stables will accommodate 75 horses. 
The arena will be oval in shape, 180 
feet by 85 feet. The coliseam will have 
a large seating caapcity for guests. 

Club Near Inn, 

The stables and headquarters of the 
hunt club will be built near the Sun- 
set Inn, which is now being construct- 
ed at an expense of $250,000. The mem- 
bers of the club will be accommodated 
at the inn, and the club will be con- 
ducted in connection with that pleasure 
resort, 

‘A public coach service between the 
inn and the terminus of the Cherokee 
street car line is under consideration. 
It is planned to, meet guests..at the 
street car with the four-horse vehicles 
and escort the coaching parties through 
the wooded lands to the Inn and Hunt 
Club, a distance of five.miles. 

A lake being constructed oh the 
grounds is specially fitted for fly-cast- 
ing, and a fishing club is to be formed. 
Trapshooting will also be held in con- 
nection with the other sports. Traps 
are being constructed near the Sunset 
Inn. 

Pdlo. will be played on the grounds 
surrounding the clubs. Polo ponies will 
be imported for the use of members who 
enjoy this sport, according to present 
‘plans. 

Drag Hunts, Too, 

Drag hunts, as held in England, will 
precede the chases with foxes. These 
will be in charge of expert instructors 
who will take the sportsmen in hand 
and teach them how to make the jumps 
at full speed on the cross-country chase. 
By the time the hunters have been 
taught to make the difficult jumps over 
a set course. real fox hunting will be- 
gin in earnest. The Courses for the 
drag hunts will be set over three miles 
of territory in full view of the balconies

Attorney Joseph ‘A. Wright, represent- 
ing Miss Grady, called on Judge Holt- 
camp and told. him that Tige will at 
once be taken from the dog hospital, 
where Mrs.‘ Chandler placed him as a 
boarder, and that no money from the 
estate will be spent on the dog. 

Tige is a silky-haired terrier and was 
the pet of Mrs. Violet B. Chandler, who 
died last Monday. Mrs. Chandler wrote 
a will, in which she asked that after 
her death Tige should be chloroformed 
or shot. He is now being cared for at 
the home of Dr. Andrew Darling, at 
$884 Pine street, and Miss Julia Grady, 
executrix of Mrs. Chandler’s estate, has 
not made up her mind whether she will 
carry \out the provisions of the will. 

Miss Grady says she will do all in 
her power to save Tige’s life and keep 
him for herself. 

The Post-Dispatch has asked its read- 
ers to express their opinions as to 
whether Tige should be Killed.

Alienist, However, Declares He 
Is a Paranoiac and Likens 
Him to Thaw.

NEW YORK, March 2.—Followitng his 


plea of guilty to the charge of stealing 
$27,000 from the Washington Savings 
Bank, just after a jury had been finally 
selected for his trial, Joseph G. Robin 
has been in conference for the greater 
part of the last 24 hours with Assistant 
District Attorney Clark. Although it 
could not be learned justrwhat was gone 
over at th» conference, it was also de- 
nied that the Assistant District Attor- 
ney was seeking information concerning 
the other financial institutions which 
have been crippled by Robin’s opera- 
tions, with a view to disclosing any ac- 


complices which the fallen banker had. 
The fact that Clark has had particu- 
lar charge of the investigation of the 
affairs of the Carnegie Trust Co., which 
was closed Feb. 1 by order of the State 
nking Examiner, leads to the belief 
that his conference with Robin has to 
do with the affairs of the company. 
Question of His Sanity. 
Although Banker Robin declared in 
court yesterday that he is not and 
mever has been insane, ths alienists 
who examine@ him a fortnight ago find 
in this turn of the case only another 
proof that he is a paranoiac. Accord- 
ing to D?. Austin Flint, one of the alien- 


dy denied at all their examinations, from 
Dec. 21 to Feb. 25,.that he was insane. 
When, as a test, he was accused of 
shamming, he exultantly said to the 
alienists that he had them on record 
and would confront them with this ac- 
cusation if they testified he was insane. 
The experts unanimously declared him a 
paranoiac. 
‘Robin also said,’’ continued Dr. Flint, 
“there was no motive for him to plead 
insanity, and that conviction meant a 
short term in prison, while acquittal 
on the ground of insanity meant incar- 
ceration for life at Matteawan. 
Thaw Case Cited. 
“A crimina] paranioc always resents 
bitterly a defense of insanity and the 
history of parnoia abounds in cases in 
which this defense has been resisted, 
even at the risk of the defendant's life 
and they have pleaded guilty to crim- 
intal charges. Witness the Thaw case. 
‘It is consistent with *the theory of 
Robin’s mental disorder that he should

The average citizen who sees the fire deni, 
ment making a run or fighting a fire cannot but 
be impressed with the dangers of the business, as 
no one knows at what time a water-soaked build- 
ing may collapse or an explosion occur. Dur- 
ing the year 1910 five fatalities occurred in our 
department, four violent and one by inhaling 
ether, dying two days later,\almost at the rate of 
1 per cent of the men employed. The year 1910 
was known as a year of very few bad fires, but 
still the toll of life is high. Chief Swingley has 
been heard to remar kthat his main thought while 
making a run was of his. men, to get to the fire 
before anything would happen. It is only by the 
eternal vigilance of the Chief and his assistants 
that the loss of life is not greater. The motto of 
the St. Louis Fire Department is, “Go and get the 
fire,” and this is done whenever possible, the men 
gambling with death, refusing to back out even 
when ordered several times by their superiors. 
There is a bill in the Council to give the fire- 
men more money; they are asking to be paid on 
a par with the men of 10 other citfes who not 
only receive more salary but also more time off. 
To the fair-minded this is not unreasonable, when 
we consider the time put in. They have stood by 
without a word when the police were given eight 
hours, so our firemen are surely worth more 
money for 21 hours. Let everyone shove this bill 
along and give these men their just reward for 
the long and faithful service they have given 
our city.

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THE TRAGEDY OF “COLOB.”

A case connected with the tragedy of 
“color” has stirred the country within 
the last few days. It was the discovery 
through the accidental killing of one of 
its members that a prominent family of 
New Orleans had a remote strain of 
African blood and that therefore under 
a law they were ‘“colored,’’ 
the pains and penalties the Louisiana 
code inflicts, and they were terrible in 
this case.

A son was 
forced to leave a white school and he 
cannot enter any other in the State ex- 
cept one of those for negroes.

“Tet me go to the home of my sister, 
at 4127TA Donovan avenue, and get my 
good clothes,” Walker requested of Con- 
stable L. R. Watkins, who came to St. 
Louis after him. 

“T should say not,”’ replied Watkins. 
‘You'd escape and then write another 
letter to Carruthersville, telling the folk 
how you fooled me. You go to jail this 
time.’’ 

Walker is 21 years old. Several weeks 
ago(he and two other men kidnaped 
Lillie Childers from the home of her 
blind father and took her to a .lonely 
hut, where they kept her prisoner for 
three days. His two companions were 
sent to the penitentiary for two years. 
Walker, being the youngest of the trio, 
won sympathy and was released on 
bond.
